(New) The system of claim 71, wherein the Internet access system is flirther configured 
to store session intbnnation, wherein the session information includes a current state of a 
current session with the user interface device, receive bookmark requests firom the user 
interface device and set a bookmark that permits a user to access the current session at the 
current state on an alternate display device different than the display device. 

(New) The system of claim 78, wherein the user interface device is fiirther configured to 
transmit state change information to the Internet access system and transmit bookmark 
requests to the Internet access system. 

(New) The system of claim 78, wherein the Internet access system includes a browser 
server and an Internet server, wherein the Internet server stores the bookmark. 
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(New) ITie system of claim 78, wherein the Internet access system includes a browser

(New) The system of claim 71, wherein the Internet access system is further configured 
to store user preference information, wherein the user preference information includes at 
least one of recently accessed pages and jfirequently accessed pages. 
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
